The section from Fifth ave. to 
Verbeck st. enters the Conewango 
ave. interceptor in Division st. and 
can handle ten times as many custo­ 
m ers as now is the case. This is 
the area affected by the new school, 
and according to the engineer the 
added flow from this building could 
be handled. 


to the request of the W arren Area 
Joint School Board, we feel that 
the present system should have an 
additional 12 inch reinforcement line 
installed between Division Street and 
Jackson Avenue, together with the 
necessary appurtenances and that 
provisions be made at a location 
within the Borough lim its, near 
5th Avenue and Lookout Street, to 
m eter the sewerage flow, when the 
sewage treatm ent p l a n t is com­ 
pleted, the cost of said require­

CRITICAL POINT 
The critical point of the sewer 
system in the Fifth Ward is be­ 
tween Pioneer and Jefferson on 
Conewango ave., says the engineer. 
He believes this can be relieved 
by the placing of diversion man­ 
holes in the system and diverting 
the storm waters from the upper 
collection system and the second 
collection system at this point to 
the Conewango creek before it en­ 
ters the street interceptor. 
Other diversion manholes would 
be strategically placed to do like­ 
wise and the overload would be 
relieved during hard storm s. The 
great volume also would be directed 
away from the sewage plant, thus 
making it possible to build a sm al­ 
ler one to handle less volume. 
Other wards have adequate sew­ 
ers, except in a few places which 
will require strengthening to handle 
heavy loads.

SEWER PROBLEM FLOWS AWAY 
The sewer curve that some peo­ 
ple seemed to believe might be 
facing the new Warren area school 
has been straightened off by the 
sanitary facilities report of the 
Warren borough engineering depart­ 
ment, dated June 6, 1957, but not 
seen by council until just before 
the August meeting. 
And this was 
in answer to a letter from the 
Warren area school b o a r d las; 
March. 
The Warren area school board 
wanted to know if there was a 
policy which prohibited outsiders 
from hooking onto our sewers, and 
it also wanted to know if present 
sewers in the vicinity of East Fifth 
would handle the added load from a 
school located in that area. 
The report clears up both ques­ 
tions very quickly. The sewers are 
adequate and the policy will be 
changed to accommodate our neigh­ 
bors who live just across our bor­ 
der. 
This was expanded at the last 
meeting of council when Council­ 
man Frantz said that he would have 
a proposal ready soon which would 
regulate the connection of outside 
sewer lines to W arren's system. 
This was based on the engineer’s 
report in which it was recommended 
that “ the sewerage be m etered at a 
location inside the Borough, and 
that if any reinforcement of the ex­ 
isting system is required, the cost 
of said reinforcement should be 
paid for by the custom ers in the 
area served. It should be requirer 
that only domestic sanitary sewage 
would be acceptable, and that in­ 
filtration should be limited to 
maximum of 5,000 gallons per mile 
of sewer. 
It is quite probable that the pro­ 
posal to be considered by council 
in respect to the change of policy 
will follow these lines. 
This is 
something we have advocated in 
previous columns. 
There is little 
room but ” up” for a community 
like W arren to grow, and it seems 
inconsistent to refuse sewer con­ 
nections from homes that lie a 
short way up the slope from our 
border. Underground channels will 
carry the contents of broken sep­ 
tic tanks into our borders, with 
unhealthy results. 
These close-by 
neighbors also are very apt to be 
a part of us some day and it seems 
practical to let them pay the costs 
while they are building, and to 
make sure that our sewer lines 
will accommodate all areas above 
us. 
This actually already has been 
done in most cases. 
The sewer 
plans for W arren were made with 
the thought that eventually we would 
become a community of thirty thous­ 
and within the confines of our three 
valleys. The pipes as laid will do 
the job, and if they won’t and if an 
area wants to tie on, let them pay 
the cost of the necessary change. 


* 
SCHOOL NO PROBLEM 
In the case of the school this 
would be far less than providing a 
special plant for that building. And 
we in W arren certainly have a 
major stake in the cost and opera­ 
tion of the school. 
This policy, 
should satisfy those who always are 
afraid some small group, such as a 
few who live outside of W arren, will 
get a share of something without 
paying a portion of the bill. 
The engineer’s report says about

at each of the existing outlets when 
a plant is constructed.

STILL SOME SEWAGE 
Apparently the engineering de­ 
partment is convinced we need only 
a few diversion manholes and some 
short runs of larger pipe to make 
it possible for W arren to serve 
twice its present population. How­ 
ever, the storm overflow would 
carry raw sewage into the creek 
and river. 
How this would set 
with the state, and with those who

Not to serve 
more people, nor to adequately serve 
our present population, but to really 
make a sewage plant pay off.

STILL AN EXEMPTION 
If your son or daughter worked 
this summer during vacation an ex­ 
emption still may be claimed. And 
he or she may be entitled to a 
refund if taxes were withheld from 
their wages. 
The special exemption applies to 
children under 19 years at the end 
of the year and to children who are 
full-time students, regardless 
of 
age. Exemptions may be claimed 
by the parents if they contribute 
more than half the child’s support, 
regardless of the amount earned 
by the child. Prior to this new 
1954 law, no person earning $600 
or more could be claimed as a 
dependent.

SOCIAL SECURITY IN 
WARREN COUNTY 
When the pay check gets nicked 
for its regular contribution to social 
security you may wonder how much 
of it comes home. The program is 
growing annually, especially with 
new additions that are being added 
by law and the lowering of ages in 
some cases. 
In Warren county 3,435 bene­ 
ficiaries were receiving about $184, 
774 a month at the end of 1956. 
This is 271 more than 1955, and 
a figure $17,063 higher. 
These figures knock down into 
1,954 retired workers who were 
receiving $123,260 a month last 
year. In addition there were 644 
wives or dependent aged husbands 
of retired workers who were being 
paid $22,023 a month. 
Aged widows or dependent aged 
widowers and parents of deceased 
workers were paid $20,763. Widowed 
mothers with children under 18 in 
their care and minor children of 
retired or deceased workers were 
paid $18,728 a month. Nine out of 
ten mothers and children in the 
United States now have social se­ 
curity protection.

in what they can say through our 
standard mediums of communica­ 
tion. Talks given on local platforms 
provide them with a freedom that 
is unavailable in most other situa­ 
tions. 
For some reason the public, or 
much of it, is unaware of this fact. 
Several examples of television re ­ 
strictions were revealed in the past 
year or two, involving major com­ 
mentators who were refused the 
right to discuss various subjects. 
The play "Martin Luther” was kept 
off one tv station, and a play deal­ 
ing with commentators and their 
problems of this nature was refused 
time. 
Too many papers announce them­ 
selves as Republican or Democrat, 
and the vast majority are' GOP. 
They naturally don’t provide un­ 
biased editorial coverage and re ­ 
fuse 
some 
columns 
by 
leading 
writers. For example, Thomas L. 
Stokes, who is carried by this paper, 
often is edited by one area paper 
of large antelation. They pretend 
a liberal and fair approach by carry­ 
ing Stokes, who is lost among two 
pages of reactionary columnists. 
But to make it worse, they edit his 
stuff, and leave out large sections 
of his columns, as any area reader 
can see by comparing his actual 
columns as we carry them with 


those in other papers. 
One leading weekly magazine, the 
New Republic, carries a Page Two 
column which is w r i t t e n by a 
nationally known Washington cor­ 
respondent for a daily paper. The 
difference is that in his magazine 
article he is told to shoot the 
works. If he wrote this inside stuff 
in his daily work he would be edited 
and probably would lose his job. 
And so a Talk of the Month Club, 
or a similar group which will bring 


in major speakers, can offer aq 
opportunity that is not found any­ 
where else other than a personal 
interview. And most talks border 
on the personal because some time 
is 
allowed 
f o r 
questions 
an d 
answers. 
We hope someone picks up this 
dropped ball and carries it. It is a 
service that tempts the Observer, 
though time is a problem which 
might prevent our staff from assum­ 
ing the responsibility.

School Board Hears 
Reimbursement Report 


The Warren Bo rough School Board 
met last evening and learned that 
no ruling as yet has been made on 
what reimbursement the state is 
going to give local school systems 
for their adult recreational and adult 
education programs.

The resignation of Miss Margaret 
Orcutt was accepted and Miss Shir­ 
ley Kunselman was engaged to re­ 
place her; Donald Howard has re ­ 
ceived his m aster’s degree and 
will receive a $200 salary increase; 
John Stachowiak was employed to 
supervise the Youth Canteen; Fred 
Bell was named to again supervise 
the playgrounds, tennis courts and 
ice skating programs. 
Two reading specialists from the 
Uni. of Pittsburgh are to be em­ 
ployed to give a series of three 
meetings here for the benefit of local 
teachers. Authorization was also 
given for paying a consultant service 
to set up a series of guidance con­ 
ferences at Beaty school. 
The organizational chart for the 
elementary grades was presented. 
The enrollment this September is. 
listed at 1,748 with 66-1/2 teachers. 
An adjourned meeting of the Bor­ 
ough Board will be held at 7 p. rn. 
September 8, prior to the session 
of the joint committee of the Warren 
Area Joint School Board.

POLISH THEM UP 
All of us are aware these cool 
evenings that fall is approaching, 
but most are not allowing them­ 
selves to be keyed up over the 
actual opening day for hunting. That 
still seems several months away. 
Not so! In fact there will be some 
gunning done starting September I. 
On that date you can knock over 
raccoons, woodchucks, and grackles 
(and you can have the grackles). 
For those who trap, the season 
opens on skunk and opossum. 
This may not result in a rush 
for the gun closet and the rusted 
traps" in the cellar, but there is 
some sport here if you like the out­ 
doors. The raccoon is very preva­ 
lent these days, and he makes very 
good game. 
If you can find a coon 
dog you can have a night of exciting 
sport. The coon will make your dog 
hustle in a fight and if he is fifteen 
pounds in weight and your dog about 
twenty or twenty-five, you-mayhave 
a job for the veterinarian. 
The coon also is good eating. The 
same goes for the opossum and the* 
chuck, though few people seem to be 
aware of it around here. But you 
must know how to prepare these 
animals, as is the case with all

meat. 
A poor job will result in a 
very poor meal. 
In every case, coon, possum, 
grackle, 
skunk, and 
woodchuck, 
there is no limit. 
These animals also give you a 
good excuse to get out with the gun 
and to tune up for a sport that will 
start about seven weeks later. On 
October 19 you can start shooting 
ruffed grouse, wild turkeys, and 
squirrels. 
Not very long now. 
* * * 


ALWAYS POTENT 
Pounding in the safety that should 
be practiced now that gun season is 
soon with us can be expected to 
start in the fall. The Game Com­ 
mission and others will be issuing 
many lines of warnings, do nots, 
and proposals to save lives. 
However, thst gun will be just 
as 
dangerous 
shooting 
chucks, 
coons, and early game as it will be 
later. The only difference will be 
the 
percentages. 
Less hunters 
should have less trouble. 
And they will, but there are people 
in the woods and fields at this 
time of year who do not carry 
guns. We have become an area of 
picnicking, fruit-pickers, hikers, 
and participants in a variety of 
outdoor fun. Everything that moves 
will not be game, legal or other­ 
wise. 
The head of a man lounging on the 
sunswept slope of a cow pasture 
can look mighty like a chuck at two 
hundred yards. And picnickers will 
have tiny tots who wander off into 
the nearby brushlet for their early 
adventures in exploration of the 
wilds. 
There is one set of rules we 
repeat a few times every year. We 
repeat them because all of us can 
become rusty. Most of us don’t 
want a loaded gun going off at the 
wrong time. And we guard against 
it being loaded in the wrong place. 
This includes the car and the house. 
How to make sure that this does 
not happen is the problem, and we 
have a repetitious method that al­ 
most is fool-proof against absent- 
mindedness. 
When you pick up your gun to go 
hunting, check it. When you place 
it in the car, check it. When you 
go into the field, check it. 
But even more important are the 
steps at the end of the day. As 
you leave the woods practice check­ 
ing your gun to make sure it is 
empty. Make a practice of checking 
it again before entering the car. 
Check it again as you leave the car. 
Look at it before you enter the 
house, and finally, inspect it before 
putting it away. 
All of these check points may 
seem silly. But if you are this care­ 
ful, no matter if you forget one of 
the points, you will catch the loaded 
gun later. And also, you will have 
less chance of an accident in the 
car, going into the house, and through 
someone picking up the gun while 
you are not around. 
, 
Accidents can happen at all these 
points, and more. You can’t check 
the weapon too often. And. regular 
habits at regular points will de­ 
velop true safety.

Mr. Crosby is one of those va­ 
cationing sadists who refuses to 
leave the guest with a 
subject. 
“ Oh, pick a subject,” he mumbled 
as he threw eight bathing suits for 
his children and some aspirin for 
himself into something brown which 
he zipped. 
Once I was fortunately able to 
nominate Helen Hart for an Acad­ 
emy Award for her having am assed 
the largest collection of toasters, 
badminton sets and card tables in 
the country by the simple expedient 
of not discarding cigarette coupons. 
Today 
I would like to eulogize 
another on the American scene who, 
too, has lain slighted by the wayside 
of our entertainment media. 
Although the salute is solo, I 
hope others will awake from their 
hispid lethargies to join in happy 
throng and dip color to my nominee 
for a better place in the carbon- 
arc sun. 
I speak, not without palsied effort 
of control over brimming emotion, 
of the actor in the movies who, in 
the midst, at the end, or sometimes 
in the beginning of the dance r e ­ 
hearsal of the big musical, runs 
out, smartly claps his hands together 
like a cadet whose father has stock 
in West Point, and says, “ Okay 
kids, that’s all for today.

The 
apparent sameness of his work must 
be cast from your minds when we 
observe the fact that in slack season 
he is the actor who (aided by a 
hardly 
commentarial 
amount 
of 
makeup) also proclaims, 
Not go 
that part jungle,” “ Simba bad, 
and “ Me see big white bird.” This 
is not a plea for a man who made a 
place for himself in the business 


through an executive parent or by 
politics. 
In 
contemplating 
your 
eulogy, 
it is solid to rem ember 
that he began simply with the now 
immortal 
“ Inspector Chan wants 
everyone in the library at midnight 
standing exactly as they were when 
Lady Feldman was bolo’d to cubes.” 
To have been jostled aside by Key 
Luke for cinematic centuries IN 
ITSELF is worthy of our praise for 
him but from there to have risen 
to the “ Okay kids” category is 
achievement to 
stand in awe of. 


It would have been simple for the 
man not willing to undergo many 
hours of solitary study to have fallen 
into the medical pictures. You have 
seen those who have so fallen, list­ 
lessly lipping “ She’s conscious now 
and she’s asking for you.” (Theonly 
occasional relief to this is when the 
patient was male in which case -the 
line had to be re-m em orized, “ HE 
is conscious now and asking for 
you.” The “ you” in either case is 
neuter.) 
And the others of that ill 
ilk. “ Get plenty of hot water and 
towels.” 
“ She will never dance 
again.’’ (Or in pictures staged by 
happier - minded directors, 
‘S h e 
WILL dance again.” ) This has a 
variant in comedy films: “ Will I 
ever play the violin again? 
In 
this instance the line is a “ straight 
line and is followed by “ Well, I 
couldn’t play the violin BEFORE 
the accident” or “ That s funny, I 
used to play the kazoo.” (Jew’s 
[harp or ocarina are acceptable sub­ 
stitutes.) 


The nuances that variegate these 
cliches 
(from 
cupped- i n -h a n d - 
m ore-precious-than-tiny-birds 
to 
the strident virility, of “ Head ’em 
off at the pass!” stereotypes) are 
more subtle than we realize. It i 
somewhat like picking a reclining 
m allard to point the finger of ex­ 
posure at them. So it is not with 
these lines that we commiserate, 
but 
with 
those 
persons 
whose 
larynxes are Edgar Bergen’d by 
w riters. Someday in that great Val­ 
halla of worn English movies and 
one-minute toilet tissue com m er­ 
cials, the name of each person who 
has promulgated his own particular 
hackney shall be inscribed beside 
his phrase. And thus, no longer 
without male parent will be: “ You’re 
a funny kid,” 
“ Bring down that 
plane, you crazy, luvvable kid,” 
and “ If I had a son, he would’ve 
been about your age.” And an 8 x 
IO color slide, illuminated from the 
re a r by phosphorescent lighting of 
the classic line which has ended 
11,764 pictures (at this writing): 
“ Take me home, John.” 
Perhaps in leaving you, a small 
portable commendation for the scene 
in pictures of a rural form. Im­ 
mediately following the denouement 
of stolen cattle, oil on land, and 
misplaced mortgage, we see the 
cam era pan to Scratches, the collie 
who has been missing for three 
days. She is surrounded by an in­ 
credible number of freshly born 
puppies.
